DAYTON S VISIT TO MOSCOW'S SOLE LABORATORY FOR ELECTRONIC

TEACHES CONDUCTING AT THE MOSCOW CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 

SHE TOLD THE WIFE OF AN EMBASSY OFFICER THAT ELECTRONIC 
MUSIC HAS ENJOYED A PRECARIOUS EXISTENCE TO DATE AND THE 
STUDIO WHICH DEVOTES ITSELF TO THE STUDY AND PRACTICE OF
